DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. The after final amendment was received on 7/21/08. Claims 1-27 are pending. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see pages 8 and 9, filed 7/21/08, with respect to the 
"Comment" section and 103(a) section have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
The rejection of claims 1-27 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-27 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

5. Claims 1 ,9 and 1 9 are allowable over Tanaka as the applicants have properly 
pointed out on page 8, lines 10-13 of the remarks that states, "...a measurement [of 
defects] occurring outside of the 49 curve is not the same as a measurement [of 
defects] occurring within the threshold region" and in page 8, lines 15,16 that states, 
"The noise is not the same as a defect" and page 8, lines 29 to page 9, line 2 that states 
"defects are detected in an open-ended fashion..." and page 9, lines 4,5 that states, 
"the brightness difference detected is compared to each of the LEVELS singly." 

Other prior art has similar characteristics as Tanaka, but are deficient for similar 
reasons as Tanaka. For example, Maeda et al. (US Patent 7,274,813) teaches upper 
and lower thresholds and decides a defect exists if the value to be compared is outside 
the range of the thresholds as discussed in col. 15, lines 30-41. Note that Maeda uses a 
noise removal process to remove noise then detects a defect which provides supports

for applicants' remarks that noise and defects are different. And Maeda compares using 
thresholds at the same time or in a closed fashion, instead of using one threshold at a 
time, but declares a defect if the threshold value is outside the threshold range which is 
opposite of what applicant is claiming. The respective dependent claims are allowable, 
too. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
